"I would suggest that letters be written to that effort -- not fi- 
ances, not money. The money will come of itself if people take suffic- 
ient interest to interest others -- to see that places are made avail- 
ble for us to speak through the boy, and all that part of it.

"Yes, we all know the efforts of Lady Foster“, shall I call her? 

They are far beyond what she should do, etc. Jesus wept' -- with all 

His power, He could not awaken the people to what He had to say! So who 

are we to worry that we cannot? He was scorned, defamed, reviled. The ` 

witch-doctors, and the high priests and the cliques of all sorts saw to 
it that the words He said were turned around to cast fear into the hearts 

of the people.

"If there were a great increase in these phenomena, that might help 
in the sale and spread of the book we have published?" asked Meade. 


"Yes -- and there are going to be many, many more in your skies -- 
in wholesale lots, you might say! And this gentlemen, Mr. Taylor, in the 
State of Texas, is going to be set back upon his pretty heels. 


"Friends, your world is guarded by Breat Beings. All of you, at one 
time, were a part of that great civilization, the Etheric World -- but 
man, upon coming into the physical-chemical world, lost the knowledge of 
who he was and from whence he came. He has fallen under the hypnotic 
spell of physical glitter, and therefore he suffers. He is a zombie upon 
earth -- he sleeps, and he must continue to go through the state of death 
until he learns that it is not necessary, that it is wrong, that it is 
one of the greatest evils that have come upon him; that he need not die;

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"Was our plane armed?" asked Irene. 


: "No. This is some of your fine politics! It aids nations in keep- 
ing on the straight and narrow path of understanding! But the people of 
Russia, like the people of any nation, do not instigate wars; it is those 
in power, with the thirst for more blood. They are living vultures -- 

not happy until they see blood." 


"Is there any hope of internal Russian action to prevent this?" 


"There is great underground unrest. Stalin is not loved by the peo- 
ple. Tito is far more intellectual than Stalin, far more cunning. He 
cannot be duped. However, you have also in this country a great faction 


that is hoping they can start a war without the use of atomic power. If 
they can do this, nothing will stop them, for it will be highly profit- 
able to them. They will have in their power millions of people living 
like pigs, completely under their domination ... 


"Now, this sounds depressing, doesn't it? But let me look at it in 
another way: what goes to make up nations? Individuals, eh? Then is 
it not wise to look into your own back yard? Learn the meaning of your 
inner life; get to know the occult way; find out who and what you are, 
what is expected of you while on the physical plane; learn the laws of 
taking care of the physical body, so that in times of crisis you may be 
able to help those who are in mad panic. You cannot prevent a war by 
being panicky, by being fearful -- but you can help to forget it by sow- 
ing seeds of brotherly love among your fellowmen. That is your duty -- 
not only to others, but to yourself — your service to your fellowman, 
whether on the physical plane or the astral plane.

(A guest asks a question regarding a friend who has been given a 
shock treatment in the psychopathic ward of a hospital). 


"Because the vital forces in the body are electrical in nature, the 
medical world feels that shock treatments will probably adjust that elec- 
trical nature to its normal state. What they do not know, however, is 
that each one has a different type of electrical motion — that each in- 
dividual's body produces a different rate of motion of electricity -- so 
they give everyone the same electrical shocks. I suppose, in the course 
of time, they will awaken, as the doctors did to the fact that blood 
transfusions would not do any good unless typed. They killed a number 
of people before discovering this. Each person's electric make-up car- 
ries a certain wave-length. 


"There is much more to be said about this man. He went through a 
great deal of suffering during the last war. This suffering was primar- 
ily mental. Although he was wounded in the foot, he suffered more men- 
tally. The loss of part of the body does not cause mental loss. The 
mental anxiety he went through produced strains and stresses in the phy- 
sical body. The entire nerve system suffered tremendous shock. Such 
high tension naturally is going to cause after trouble; and this after 
trouble has settled in his spine alone ==- the nerves of the spine — the 
main trunk-line. We feel that if he is fed in a proper way so that he 
gets the proper vitamins and minerals, and has his body worked upon by a 
competent osteopath or a chiropractor, although it will take some time =- 
for the condition has been built up over a period of years --- Yes, I 
know he has been under a diet and treatment by a chiropractor, but he al- 
so needs more than that. He needs to be talked to and shown how the 
mind reacts upon the body — No, the shock treatments will not eee, 
be harmful.

"He eats excessively because he is trying to escape from the boring 
things of life. Some people use drink; others use dope of various kinds. 
But each one of us, while in the physical body, is trying to escape." 


"You omitted tobacco, Professor," remarked Meade. 


"That is merely a slow form of poison that will eventually lead one 
to the grave; slower, however, than the others. As long as we continue 
do put poisons in the system we can expect nothing but suffering. Hovev- 
er, I realize -- I do realize, the terrific strain upon human beings as 

civilization becomes greater -- hmph, greater! You have today in your 
boasted civilization all manner of places for material things to be housed 
in — and properly so; and yet there are thousands upon thousands of hu- 
man beings walking the streets with no roof over their heads! Now, we 


do not come to condemn; what good does it do to condemn? We have often 


said there is no good and no evil but what man makes. Do you feel that 
your present era is worse than any other period of time? That is pure 
nonsense -- it is not. It is only that in your time there are greater 
means of destruction." 


"Greater than in Atlantean days, for instance?" asked Harriet. 


"If one could make comparisons -- yes. But there can really be no 
comparison made, for each civilization is a thing unto itself. Did you 
ever hear of sleek, beautiful motor cars in 1900? No, each thing to its 
own time. That is why we are not panicked with regard to the boy and his 
wife and as far as we are concerned --- We can only hope for a brighter 
outlook, perhaps tomorrow.

A "You see what a barrier language is, my friends? Each one of you 
had a different interpretation. But, in time to come, there will be but 
one language spoken on the Earth. No, not Esperanto -- strangely enough, 
English. But not the complicated form of today ... 


"The law of life is progress, learning. If everything ends at death, 
then everyone should commit suicide at birth. All things progress slowly; 


growth is not jumped into. All chemical reactions progress slowly. From 
your viewpoint things may seem to progress fast; that is an illusion of 
your physical senses. Does an explosion go boom!? No, it is like the 
process of a beautiful flower opening; nothing really moves -- it is in 
your mind. If you understood motion, you would see why things seem to 
move slowly or fast. Motion is your state of conscious awareness. There 
is no such thing as endless“ or ‘instantaneous' -- it is your e 
state of awareness of the motion of that thing." 


"If there is an explosion, we all hear 'boom!' Do we all hear it 
differently?" inquired Hilda Runk. 


"The rate of vibration of the sound in this boy's ears travels at a 
certain rate of speed; that is a law you in the physical-chemical body 
must abide by; but what does it travel in? What is this ether or space? 
And if it is apart from you, how do you get at it? 


"It is exactly the same as this you call telepathy -- only you be- 
lieve that in telepathy something must move from a physical brain here 
to a physical brain there; but what moves?" 


"What about the sounds beyond our power of hearing -- as in the in- 
stances of soldiers being injured in the last war by sounds they couldn't 
hear? 


"Yes, indeed. We have spoken much of sound as an effective weapon 
— the laying down of a sound so high of vibration that it cannot be 
heard, but which will cause paralysis, temporary insanity, high blood 
pressure; there are also sounds so high they cut like a knife 


"Can you tell us anything of the strange humming sounds heard over 
England?" asked Meade. 


"This, sir, is a psychic condition of the people -= and it causes 
such stresses in the ether as to eventually explode of its own accord. z 
I am speaking of the humming noises and the explosions and various forms 
of sound that have been heard over different cities in different countries, 
only sometimes the people are not fully aware of them."

"You mean stresses in the ether?" 


"Yes, I do.“ 


"And their origin lies in hear-living people?" asked Meade. 


"Yes. You may look back in history and you will find that in the 
sections where the struggle has been greatest, the weather has been bad. 
hy? Because the mental affects the physical --- and the people in that 
‘section suffer great epidemics and diseases; whereupon your medical men 
seize a needle and jab it into them. This is good, because this reduces 
he stresses by irritation." 


x "And the explosions that are heard at such times; do they tend to 
relieve the situation?" 


"yes, indeed, and if it were not for them, the people themselves would 
jilow up. Wouldn't that be nice? Seriously, though, both the humming 
noise and the explosions are caused by these stresses."

"Can you on your plane, or on any plane, draw a line that is equal

"I do not think so." 
"That would mean your matter is all particulate?" asked Meade. 


"Yes, it does --- If only on each plane there were certain set laws: 
his is this; that is that -- and there were no changing! But constant 
nd continual change is the law in every plane of consciousness. ‘If! - 
what a little thing man's consciousness hangs upon! I say that to bring 
© your attention the importance of little things. There are in the 
heavens suns large enough to put fifty million of your suns in — and then 
they would rattle around! What is size?" (Tapping forehead) "This is 
size. And if you do not exercise, you will have no size. (Ha, nice pun, 
eh?)

4 ... they are committing evil upon the earth; therefore, you feel that they must, when 
they pass out of the physical body, due to all the terrible things they have done, 
they must go instantly to hell and damnation.

_ them, aren't they? " asked a guest. 


"It may seem, on the surface, to you, very unfortunate; but every individual that 
comes into this physical world comes because he wanted to. Many of you are going to 
object to this. That is good for you to object, and you may be correct - I do not 
know. One cannot see any more than one desires to see, so how can I say you are wrong 

to object? But to get back, a child is only a child in physical appearance, but that 
thing that is called the 'I', the consciousness of that individual child, is ageless. 
Tt knows every act, so-called good or so-called evil, that can be conceived of. Nor, 
if that child has brought over with him from a former life the idea that he must pay 
or repent, or make up something he has done in a former life, he is very likely to 
take and enter into the life of such parents as would make him feel a guilt complex 
ever these little things."

However, I will try to point out that the mind is the com- 
plete controller.
